a Cash Indemnity. 


WASHINGTON, March 11).—Li Hung 


Ohang'fl arrival in Japan is regarded ia 
official circles aa ono of tho most signifi- 
cant events.of recent days. It is the 
first time in Ida life that the venerable 
statesman of China has set foot outaiilo 
of Chinese soil. At his advanced age he 
now journeys to China's traditional foe 
to offer enormous concessions aa a meana 
of securing peace. 


It can be stated positively and author- 


itatively that tho gonera! terms of peace 
are already umlors 


general: 
stood, ai.nd all that re- 


mains ia tho arranging of dctaila within 
certain specified limits. 


Tho general terms have been brought 


about by the efforts of Unilud States 
Ministers Donby in China and Dun in 
Tokio. It was even fonrcd at a late 
date that Li's mission might full through 
owing to the vagueness of his authority 
to t£»nt and cede territory. Thia was 
arranged, however, through tho activity 
of the United States ministers showing 
that tho mission would otherwise prove 
futile, i The general terms of Li Hung 
Cbang'o authority are to cede territory, 
pay a cAsh indemnity and grant tho in- 
dependence of Coroa. The exact amount 
}f the caah indemnity is not fixed nor is 
the kind of metal it is to be paid in 
agreed upoh. These and the boundaries 
of tho cededterritory are yet to be ar- 
ranged. SoYur as the arrangement has 
advanced, Ptoncu Li's mission is ex- 
pected to bo consummated within a few 
lays unless some unexpected hitch oc- 
:urs, 


Count Ito, one of 
uotuu ito, one ol the two Japanese 


mvoys, is a close personal friend of l,i 
rlung Chang, tho two having settled 
.ho Corcan trouble in 1885. Ho great is 
ho Japanese confidence in Li'a ability 
o nee that China carries out an agree- 
nent, that hit promise of a settlement 
will probably pave the way to a speedy 
iessauon of tho war. The reports that 
lussia will intervene to stop the agree- 
ment are known to be misleading from 
oositive information received hern The 
uthoritiiis believe that there will be no 
vord or • trouble from Russia.

ors' union haa declared war against the 
ship owners and the probable result will 
be a strike among seamen from Portland 
to San Diego.

In the county clerk's olEco yesterOtl 


a suit wits filed asking for damages i 
tho mi ui of $4-5,000, and! making sei 
sutional charges of u serions kind. Th 
plaintiff ia C. D. Duvia and Jame 
Kami's is named as the defendant um 
lie ia accused of setting fire to tlie Bo 
nunza mill on Pine Ridge December t 
1802, and burning thu mill, the box fac 
toryaud 2,000,000 feet of lumber. 


The ground on which the damage 


are asked is that this property belongs 
to Mr. Davis, and that Mr. Karne 
burned it, willfully and intentionally. 


There has been almost continuou 


litigation on account of thie property fo 
three years, before and after it wa 
burned. Mr. Davis came into possosstoi 
of it, and by various transfers and liens, 
not necessary to be explained, Mr. Karuci 
became interested. In tho meantime 
the laborora on tho mill, and in the 
uain pa which supplied the mill witl 
togs, did not get their pay regularly, am 
there was trouble on that line, with at- 
tach men ta and auits of many eix.es and 
kinds. Tlie Pine Kidgo flume passes 
within 100 yurds of the mill, and the 
lumber was to be shipped down the 
flume, and large quantities of it were 
piled ou okidways ready lor shipping. 


Thus matters Blood when the mil 


closed down for the winter, and tho 
nen all left the premises except two or 
jhree who remained to finish prepara- 
tions for the winter and to keep watch. 
Late at night on December 9th the mill 
was discovered to bo on fire, and there 
leiug no facilities for stopping tho 
lames, tlie mill and the lumber were 
consumed before morning. There never 
was any satisfactory explanation given 
of hour the lire started. 


C. D. Davis, the plaintiff in the suit, 


a one of the oldest and best known citi- 
zens of the county. He is u civil enui- 
icer, and haa done work in every part 
)f the county, James Ivarnos, the de- 
yndant, is also a pioneer of Freano 
county, and was formerly considered 
among the wealthiest inhabitants; but 
vithin the past three or four years ho 
ias met reverses, and it might be a 
question whether ho would bo ablu to 
respond to a judgment for large tiuiu- 
IKUB should one he iriven against him. 
The charge against him is n serious one, 
ind hu had many friends who hupe that 
ie will have no trouble in explaining 
iway any suspicions which may bo con- 
iccted with his nainu.
